With the receipt of Reynolds in her j 
possession Mrs Chadwick went to dif-l 
f i mf banks end m any capitalists mak 
tog loans, and paying not only high 
Interest to the banks, but heavy bo I 
nuses .to the bank officials w*ho loan 
ed her money. 
The extent of these I 
transactions will never be fully known, I 
but

They involved men of high standing 
in the financial 
world 
and caused 
heavy losses to many banks. 
In November, 1904, she was sued 
by a man named Newton of Brook 
line, Mass., from whom she had bor­ 
rowed a large amount, which she was 
unable to pay. 
Other creditors cam* 
down upon her, and within a shott 
time she was placed under arrest by 
the Federal authorities on the chare* j 
of conspiring with Charles Beckwith, I 
the president, and A B. S pear of a na- i 
tional bauk at Oberlin, O., which had J 
been substantially looted. 
Mrs. Cha I I 
wick had obtained from this in atttu -1 
tlon such large sums of money that 
It was compelled to close Its doors, 
causing heavy losses to the depositors, 
and ruining many of them. 
Mrs. Chadwick. Beckwith and Spear 
were indicted for a variety of off* u s­ 
es against the national banking law* 
Beckwith died before coming to trial. 
Spear pleaded guilty, and was sent ne­ 
ed to seven years to the penitent!.* 
ry, and Is now serving tim e at Colum­ 
bus, O. 
Mrs. Chadwick was brought 
to trial on March 6, 1905, and aftei, a 
hearing which lasted two weeks, was 
found guilty of conspiracy to defraud 
a national bank, and was sentenced to 
ten years ii* the penitentiary.

Prof. Case’s vocal selection was; 
received with much favor as were 
also the numbers by Mrs. S. Spell 
and Miss Willie Rogers. 
Miss 
Long played the accompaniments 
and proved herself an organist of 
fine ability. 
A large and apprecia­ 
tive audience was present. 
This instrument was designed 
expressively for its present po­ 
tion, to harmonize with the arch­ 
itecture of the church.

PIONEER METHODIST GONE 


A fter Long Service For Master 
Rev. J. VV. Chalk Dies. 
Pilot Point, Tex., Oct. l l . — Af his 
hom e in this city, after a short I lln e ss 
Rev. J. VV. Chalk, one of the pioneer 
m insters of the Methodist Ep|g< opal 
church. South, died T h ursday af;< r 
noon.
